London.—How the poor old ultimate 


consumer in England, notwithstanding 
the many outward signs of the revival 
of prosperity, is still paying the pi- 
per, la vividly portrayed by a statistic- 
ian -who has compiled figures showin, 
that wheras wholesa^prlces here have 
fallen to 55 per cent higher than they 
•were In 1913, the retail'prices are stil 
maintaining a level 78 per cent above 
hat. of the year before the -war. 


While it is natural that retail prices 


should lag behind wholesale figures in 
the' return to normal conditions, the 
statistician points out that ^wholesale 
prices have been declining for -more 
.ban a year while retail prices have re- 
mained almost stationary. Moreover, 
etallers have failed to reduce their 


•pricey despite the fact that it has been 
a year of declining wages. 


Several reasons, 
or 
excuses, 
are 


given to show why there is this dis- 
crepancy. First the retailer, spoiled 
by the long period of soaring prices 
when there was an even wider margin 
between buying and".selling prices, is. 
laturally reluctant now to take losses 
-o get rid of stocks purchased on a 
declining market. Other factors sited 
by the statistician are: 


1. Bad organizatiin in -many dis- 


tributive trades, which demands a big 
gross profit margin to make a small 
actual net profit. 


2. Growth of 
trade 
associations, 


•which dictate retail prices to the con- 
sumer and also dictate to wholesalers 
the gross margin allowed to retailers. 


3. Heavy imperial and local taxa- 


tion.

Amateur vc. Enthusiast. 


There has been an awful clash b-- 


ween the amateur and the radlophbue 
roadcast listeners. 
Some of the 


amateurs take the viewpoint that 
because 
they 
were 
the 
flrst 


o introduce radio to the public they 
hove a right to transmit on any wave- 
ength at any time. The amateur, 
however, is no better than any one 
elso and he must fully conform -with 
the United States government regula- 
tions. The enthusiasts on the other 
hand think because one amateur is 
'jamming" the air that all of them are 
doing it. The general amateur, how- 
ever, is of the type that will givs a 
ready and willing hand to help anyone 
that is in trouble with his set. I my- 
self know that from experience. Many 
people in this town are complaining 
about station XYZ operating on higher 
than 200 meteis and operating at any 
time from 6 p. m. to 12 midnight. This 
is not true as this -particular amateur 
does not operate after 7 p. ra. This 
instance just shows how easily the 
public is misled and how quick they 
cast th^r decision on an unoffending 
amateur. If the radio broadcast lis- 
teners would learn the code they -would 
readily see that all of their decisions1 
ae to local amateurs were not exactly 
true.
